The proposed 4.5 per cent tax 
increase has gone up, and now sits 
at 5.25 per cent for 2012 — part of 


an overall additional two per¬ 
centage point hike over the next 
three years. 

That’s because councillors had 
to find a way yesterday to pay back 
$315 million they had approved 
to borrow on Monday to replace 
the Walterdale Bridge, to purchase 


land for the southeast LRT line and 
to build a northwest police cam¬ 
pus. 

The vote was 7-6 to spread the 
increase over three years. That will 
add three-quarters of a percent¬ 
age point to the tax bill next year, 
0.7 of a percentage point in 2013 


and 0.67 of a percentage point in 
2014. 

“The most troubling thing is 
we’re taxing before we need it,” 
said Coun. Tony Caterina, adding 
that the three-year plan brings in 
$20 million more than is need¬ 
ed. 


He said council isn’t consider¬ 
ing the implication on the tax levy 
as they mull — and approve — 
“millions and millions of dollars” 
in the 2012-14 capital budg¬ 
et. 

“This council has no discipline 
whatsoever.”

Judge slams

A five-year veteran of the 
Edmonton police force 
has been cleared in the fa¬ 
tal shooting of a 17-year- 
old in February. 

Cyrus Green was shot 
early on Feb. 4 after bran¬ 
dishing a four-inch knife 
and aluminum bat, and 
lunging at officers who 
had cornered him in an 
alley while responding to 
a complaint of a robbery 
and assault near the Coli¬ 
seum LRT. 


“He said words to the 
effect of, ‘You are going to 
have to shoot me,”’ Cliff 
Purvis of the Alberta Seri¬ 
ous Incident Response 
Team (ASIRT) told re¬ 
porters yesterday. 

The officer shot Green 
three times in the chest, 
and the teen later died. 

“I’ve concluded that his 
actions were justified and 
he was acting in self-de¬ 
fence,” Purvis said of the 
officer. 

Green was legally im¬ 
paired by alcohol and had 
marijuana in his system. 

Chief Rod Knecht re¬ 


leased a statement yester¬ 
day lauding the officers’ 
conduct. 

“Today’s ASIRT report 
confirmed what we be¬ 
lieved all along — that 
our officers acted appro¬ 
priately under very diffi¬ 
cult, life-threatening 
circumstances,” Knecht 
wrote. 

Purvis said Green’s sis¬ 
ter and mother are “over¬ 
wrought with grief.” 

“I don’t think anything 
that the investigation 
would have uncovered 
would diminish that 
grief,” he said. 


Tragedy 


► EPS Chief Rod Knecht said 
that while he is “satisfied 
that this investigation has 
been resolved appropriate¬ 
ly, it is nevertheless a 
tragedy that a young man 
has died.” 

► The uniformed officer 

involved in the shooting 
had been dispatched as 
backup in pursuit of three 
suspects after a complaint 
of a robbery and assault at 
the Coliseum LRT. 

► Two young people face 
charges in the robbery.

Redford is promising to 
release details on expense 
money she gets from her 
party, but is deflecting op¬ 
position questions on any 
cash that would top up 
her salary. 

She says it’s irrelevant 
because she’s not getting 
any money. 

“I have repeatedly said 
in this house, last week, 
this week, (and) in a press 
availability yesterday I’m 
receiving no such pay¬ 
ments,” Redford said yes¬ 
terday during question 
period.

Liberal critic Hugh 
MacDonald said Redford 
must come clean on 
whether she’ll disclose 
any extra party money if 
it comes her way.

The probe into a Red Deer 
RCMP officer’s actions dur¬ 
ing a civil case in an Ed¬ 
monton courtroom has 
landed the veteran Mountie 
before the courts on a crim¬ 
inal charge. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team’s Cliff 
Purvis said yesterday Sgt. 
Richard Graydon faces one 
obstruction count related to 
testimony during a civil 
case last fall. 

“The incident involved a 
police officer testifying in 
Edmonton on a civil pro¬ 
ceeding on Sept. 21, 2010,” 
said Purvis. 

The judge chastised 
Graydon for refusing to 
hand over his notebook af¬ 
ter being cross-examined at 
a trial involving a $600,000 
lawsuit against him. 

He left the courtroom 
with it, claiming he was 
protecting sources within 
its pages. 

“I have determined crim¬ 
inal charges are warranted 
in all of the circumstances,” 
said Purvis.

Snoopy pharmacist fined 
$ 15 K for privacy breach 


A former Edmonton phar¬ 
macist has been fined 
$15,000 after admitting 
she snooped through the 
health files of several peo¬ 
ple. 

The office of the priva¬ 
cy commissioner says Mar¬ 
ianne Songgadan was 
charged after the office re¬ 
ceived a complaint from a 
woman in August 2010. 

The woman said the 
pharmacist had used Al¬ 
berta’s electronic health 
records to get information 
about her. 

She also said details 
about a prescription drug 
she had taken were posted 
on Faceboolc. 

Three other women 
came forward after the 
initial allegations to com¬ 
plain about the same 
pharmacist. 

An audit by the privacy 
office found the health in¬ 
formation of eight other 
individuals had been com¬ 
promised. 

Privacy commissioner 
Frank Work says it was a 
serious violation of the 
Health Information Act. 

“Snooping through 


health information for 
personal purposes will not 
be tolerated and there will 
be prosecution,” he said in 
a release yesterday. 

Songgadan was charged 
in April with 11 counts of 
knowingly obtaining or 
attempting to obtain 
health information in con¬ 
travention of the Health 
Information Act. 

She pleaded guilty to a 
single charge on Monday. 


Songgadan has apologized 
to the complainants. 

The original com¬ 
plainant also went to the 
Alberta College of Phar¬ 
macists, which ruled that 
Songgadan’s actions were 
unprofessional. She was 
fined $4,000 and suspend¬ 
ed. 

She is currently li¬ 
censed and practising in 
Ontario.

Cold-War-era nautical 
charts appear to support 
the widely held belief that 
Soviet nuclear submarines 
routinely patrolled the 
Canadian Arctic during the 
Cold War.

Photos of the charts, 
seen by The Canadian 
Press, suggest Russian 
mariners have for decades 
possessed detailed knowl¬

west Passage. 

The charts, covering 
strategic Arctic waterways, 
appear to be clearly 
marked with Soviet in¬ 
signia, including the red 
star and the hammer and 
sickle. 

Byers said: “The Soviet 
navy was extremely capa¬ 
ble and also was willing to 
take considerable risk. 

“Sending submarines 
into the Canadian archi¬ 
pelago, which was heavily 
monitored by NATO, thou¬ 
sands of miles away from 
Soviet assistance, was a 
perilous thing to do.

The first confirmed planet 
that could be “Earth’s 
twin” seems to have a lot 
going for it. 

It apparently has a com¬ 
fy 21 C surface tempera¬ 
ture, a rocky surface, an 
ocean, a sun to orbit and a 
position smack in the mid¬ 
dle of the habitable 
“Goldilocks” zone in rela¬ 
tion to that sun (neither 
too hot nor too cold). 

All this is sheer scientif¬ 
ic speculation about the 
planet called Kepler-22b, 
but it’s enough to make 
NASA celebrate. 

“This is a major mile¬ 
stone on the road to find¬ 
ing Earth’s twin,” said 
Douglas Hudgins, Kepler 
program scientist at 
NASA’s Washington head¬ 
quarters. 

“I think there are two 
things that are really excit¬ 
ing about Kepler-22b,” said 


Natalie Batalha, the deputy 
science team leader at 
NASA’s Ames Research 
Center. “One is that it’s 
right in the middle of this 
habitable zone. 

“The second thing 
that’s really exciting is it’s 
orbiting a star very, very 


similar to our own sun. 
This is a solar analogue, 
almost a solar twin, very 
similar to our own sun 
and you’ve got a planet 
2.4 times the size of the 
Earth right smack in the 
habitable zone.”

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Congo postpones election results 


O Final tally delayed by 48 hours 
O President’s mandate extended 
O Americans told to stay home 
amidst fears of violence 



Congo — and its mishap- 
scarred election — was in 
limbo yesterday. 

Officials announced a 
48-hour delay in the publi¬ 
cation of election results 
from last week’s disputed 
presidential ballot. 

The government dis¬ 
patched helicopters to the 
remote corners of the 
country to pick up missing 
tally sheets. 

And the clock stopped 
on Joseph Kabila’s presi¬ 
dency. 

The threat of unrest 
hung over the troubled 
capital, Kinshasa, and inter¬ 
national airlines cancelled 
their flights amid fears 
over violence. 

The U.S. Embassy or¬ 
dered staff and their fami¬ 


lies not to leave their 
homes. 

The American School of 
Kinshasa will be closed. 

The 48-hour delay was 
all but inevitable following 
an election that was 
marred by massive techni¬ 
cal glitches. 

Some ballots didn’t 
reach polling stations until 
three days after the vote 
was supposed to take place. 

And even though it was 
clear that the election com¬ 
mission was not prepared 
for last week’s ballot, the 
government rushed ahead 
with the election because 
the president’s five-year 
term was to set expire at 
midnight last night. 

The 48-hour delay 
means Kabila will be stay¬ 


ing in office past his legal 
mandate — and analysts 
worry the country could 
slide into a situation of un¬ 
constitutional power. 


“As we haven’t yet been 
able to receive the tally 
sheets from all 60,000 
polling stations in the 
country, we decided to 


push back the publication 
by 48 hours,” said Matthieu 
Mpita of the National Inde¬ 
pendent Electoral Commis¬ 
sion. 


“It was our objective to 
make the deadline,” he 
said, “but we need all the 
elements.”

O Those playing the jolly bearded one during the 
holidays are hearing more from kids about tough times 


A job for their mom or 
dad. Money for the heating 
bill. Food or a place to live. 
Maybe gloves or boots. 

More and more, Santas 
say the children on their 
laps are asking for less — 
and Santa is promising less 
as well. 

With unemployment in 
the U.S. stubbornly high, 
more homes in foreclosure 
and the economic outlook 
dim, many children who 
visit Santa are all too 


aware of the struggle to 
make ends meet. 

“These children under¬ 
stand the conditions 
around the home when 
they ask for stuff. They un¬ 
derstand when there are 
other children in the fami¬ 
ly, they need to be cautious 
or thoughtful of them as 
well and not ask for 10 to 
12 items,” said Richard 
Holden, a 69-year-old San¬ 
ta from Gastonia, N.C. 

Cliff Snider, who’s been 


playing Santa since he was 
a teenager, agrees. 

“I think the parents are 
saying, ‘It’s an economic 
thing. Just list two to three 
things you really want to 
have,’” he said. “Parents 
are trying to encourage the 
children to be thrifty.” 

“Families are teaching 
their children to be as 
much of a giver as a receiv¬ 
er,” said Tom Valent, dean 
of the Howard Santa 
school in Midland, Mich., 
which gets more than 
3,000 letters to Santa a 
year and just graduated its 
75th class. 

Texan mother Starlight 
Fonseca has been teaching 
her five children, ages 5 to 
14, “that we’re not the on¬ 
ly ones who have to cut 
things back. We’re not the 
only ones struggling.”

Privacy czar 


Online advertisers who 
balk at following new 
guidelines for collecting 
the personal information of 
web users could become 
targets of enforcement, 
Canada’s privacy czar said 
yesterday. 

Releasing the guidance 
document, Privacy Com¬ 
missioner Jennifer Stoddart 
said Internet users should 
have the clear choice to say 
no to being tracked. 

“We want people to un¬ 


derstand what is going on 
before their personal infor¬ 
mation is collected,” Stod¬ 
dart said. 

“If we see troubling 
trends, we will take en¬ 
forcement action.” 

At their heart, Stoddart 
said, the guidelines are 
aimed at promoting trust 
among consumers, which 
means respecting privacy 
rights when it comes to col¬ 
lecting personal informa¬ 
tion.

A survey for Canada Post 
suggests physical greeting 
cards are still a favourite 
Canadian holiday tradi¬ 
tion. 

Overall, the Harris/Deci- 
ma survey of around 1,000 
Canadian adults found 
that 75 per cent of respon¬ 
dents plan to send an aver¬ 
age of 20 cards this year, 
compared to 80 per cent 
sending 19 cards in 2010.

It’s beginning to look a lot like 
Christmas. 

Yilces! 

It’s only the first week of 
December and I’m already suf¬ 
fering from an overdose of 
yule. Barely a minute goes by before some 
company, be it Mercedes Benz or Victoria’s 
Secret, tries to twist my Christmas 
goodwill into cash at the till. Santa Claus is 
more common than the cold, and any 
turkey that survived Thanksgiving is sure 
_ to be done like dinner by Dec. 25. 

I blame Charles Dickens, who turns 200 not long after 
Christmas — Feb. 7, 2012, to be precise. Well, actually he’s 
dead and has been since 1870. But the man who wrote A 
Christmas Carol is no less responsible for Christmas as we 
know it. 

As you know, as it’s impossible to avoid, A Christmas 
Carol is the stoiy of Ebenezer Scrooge, a miserable old fart 
who sees the error of his ways thanks to being haunted by 
three veiy memorable ghosts on Christmas Eve, and 
becomes an improbably

wonderful, kind, generous 
friend to all, especially to 
Tiny Tim, his clerk’s frail lit¬ 
tle son. 

Historians believe Christ¬ 
mas is largely the result of a 
mid-Victorian revival 
prompted by A Christmas 
Carol. Dickens reintroduced 
warmth into what had 
become mainly a religious 
holiday by immortalizing 

family feasts, greeting cards, seasonal food and drink, fun 
and games, and an SUV under every tree. 

Even though it was published in 1843, A Christmas Car¬ 
ol is not going away soon. There are 200 million copies in 
print. It’s been made into a movie at least 20 times, the 
most recent being the 2009 Disney 3-D version starring 
Jim Carey as Scrooge. 

We are bombarded by the imagery and iconography of 
this Dickensian Christmas. Holly, yule logs, crackling fires 
(where would we be without the 24-7 fireplace channel on 
cable?), gift giving, carols and the like have been co-opted 
into an orgy of commercial excess that now begins on or 
about Halloween, another festival with pagan roots that’s 
completely out of control. 

If we don’t spend more to achieve the perfect 
Dickensian Christmas this year than we did last year, busi¬ 
ness commentators scold us for lacking consumer 
confidence and the market drops. 

I suspect that Dickens, if confronted with this 
spectacle, would exclaim, “Bah, humbug” in his best 
Scrooge, and storm off into the night. After all, despite the 
vast sums made from the conversion of Scrooge, Dickens 
only ever saw profits that would equate to a mere 
$138,275.10 today. 

Of course he was the first to try and cash in, writing a 
Christmas piece in eveiy subsequent year and featuring 
Scrooge at many of his profitable public readings. 

He may have been the first, but he won’t be the last. 
God bless us, eveiyone.

A tale of two forces 


A wildlife biologist holds a 
small crocodile that will be 
released into one of the 
cooling canals adjacent to 
the Turkey Point Nuclear 
Power Plant in Homestead, 
Fla. 

An unexpected but fruit¬ 
ful relationship has 
blossomed between the 
American crocodile and 
the nuclear power plant. 

The crocodile-monitor¬ 
ing program began in 
1978, a year after employ¬ 


ees stumbled upon a croco¬ 
dile nest in the plant’s 
cooling canal system. It 
turns out that Florida Pow¬ 
er and Light was building 
prime croc habitat just as 
virtually eveiy other devel¬ 
oper was paving it over. 

Wildlife officials give 
the state’s largest public 
utility part of the credit for 
a five-fold increase in the 
species’ population in 
Florida.

While that 
is undoubtedly the stereo¬ 
type, the movies have 
shown us that babysitters 
come in all shapes and 
sizes. 

This weekend Jonah 
Hill plays an irresponsible 
college student who re¬ 
luctantly looks after his 
neighbour’s wild kids. 
How wild is it? Well, let’s 
put it this way; I don’t 
think Nanny McPhee had 
a “red band” trailer. 


If it sounds familiar, it 
should. Twenty-four years 
ago babysitter Elisabeth 
Shue led her young 
charges through the 
streets of Chicago in Ad¬ 
ventures in Babysitting. 
At one point they end up 
on a nightclub stage. The 
leader of the house band, 
played by blues legend Al¬ 
bert Collins, says, “No¬ 
body leaves this place 


without singing the 
blues.” 

After an awkward 
pause she improvises the 
Babysitting Blues. 

“It’s so hard babysit¬ 
ting these guys,” she 
sings. “And they should be 
in bed,” replies the guitar 
player over a classic blues- 
rock riff. 

It’s a fantasy, but then 
again, babysitters have of¬ 


ten been the subjects of 
fantasy. Mary Poppins is a 
mythical character, a 
“practically perfect in 
every way” nanny who 
knows how to do the 
right thing in every situa¬ 
tion. Kind of like a Victo¬ 
ria Age Super Nanny. In 
The Babysitter, however, 
Alicia Silverstone was a 
much different kind of 
fantasy child-minder. 


This 1995 thriller about 
a babysitter who becomes 
the object of obsession for 
not only the young boys 
she looks after but for 
their father as well, is 
more chilling than titillat¬ 
ing. The ads hinted at 
some nudity from star Sil¬ 
verstone, but in reality 
she refused to do the film 
unless the nude scenes 
where removed. 


The most lovable 
movie minder has to be 
John Candy as Uncle 
Buck. Even though he pre¬ 
tends to be capable of mu¬ 
tilation with power tools, 
he’s less violent than Re¬ 
becca De Mornay in The 
Hand That Rocks the Cra¬ 
dle, manlier than Robin 
Williams in Mrs. Doubt- 
fire and more alive than 
all the babysitters in Hal¬ 
loween. 

In the movie’s most fa¬ 
mous scene he answers a 
barrage of questions from 
his nephew, played by 
Macaulay Cullcin. 

On the day of filming 
the younger actor 
couldn’t remember all the 
questions, so Candy wrote 
them out and hid them 
where Cullcin could read 
them. 

Now that’s something a 
great babysitter would do.

I’ve been in Buenos Aires 
for less than an hour and 
already I’m feeling the 
bizarre atmosphere of ad¬ 
diction and romance that’s 
at the heart of the world of 
tango. 

“It used to be just Ar- 
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gentines who danced tan¬ 
go,” my taxi driver is en¬ 
thusing. “Now people 
come from Australia, 
Canada, Europe... even Ko¬ 
rea and Japan.” 

Tango attracts particu¬ 
larly dedicated — not to 
say fanatical — followers 
and for millions of people 
the Argentine capital has 
become the ultimate place 
of pilgrimage. 

Private tango tuition 
rather than group classes 
is considered a must, so 
I’m partnered with fellow 
tango-virgin, Turkish TV 
presenter Asli Pelit, for my 
first foray into the dance. 
We take our first tentative 
baby steps as tangueros on 
Susana Mirosmilc’s little 
terrace as steaks sizzle on 
the parilla (barbecue), 
which will be a welcome 
reward for our efforts. 

Susana has been danc¬ 


ing tango for more than 20 
years and is one of the 
most well-known faces in 
the tango scene here. “You 
must learn to walk before 
you can dance,” she says as 
she shows us how to move. 
“A graceful walk is the 
veiy basics of the dance.” 

We move in carefully 
measured circles around 
the terrace and begin to 
grasp the meditative aspect 
that aficionados claim is the 
essence of the tango experi¬ 
ence. 

Some come to Buenos 
Aires to watch spectacular 
tango exhibitions or to 
spend a fortune on months 
of private lessons. Some 
dedicated pilgrims come 
simply to immerse them¬ 
selves in the serenity of the 
milongas. These are tradi¬ 
tional local dances where 
the purest tango can be 
found, and Susana guides 


us to a milonga at La Na¬ 
tional. Alcohol consump¬ 
tion is low and voices 
lower still. The men affect 
the stance of gentleman 
matadors and the women 
demure debutantes. On the 
dance floor any exuberant 
exhibitionism is frowned 
upon. Poise and reserve are 
the keys to acceptance at a 
traditional milonga like 
this. 

I’m aware that elegance 
and matador poise are yet 
to establish a permanent 
place in my psyche, but 
under Susana’s guidance 
I’m at least able to appreci¬ 
ate the under-stated sub¬ 
tleties of milonga 
footwork. 

I might only be on my 
first steps to tango expert¬ 
ise but it feels good to be 
able to say that I have at 
least learned to really walk 
in Buenos Aires.

When your job security is 
already on shaky ground, 
hinting at end-of-year 
bonuses in front of your 
boss may not be the best 
bet. 

“For some companies, 
the economy is still dicey. 
For those that will give 
bonuses, the amounts will 
be all over the place,” says 
Michael Galey, an attor¬ 
ney in the Philadelphia of¬ 
fice of Fisher & Phillips, a 
national firm that repre¬ 
sents employers. 

Keep in mind that a 
bonus is just that: a little 
something extra that com¬ 
panies provide if they can. 
Your padded paycheck de¬ 
pends on your company’s 
financial ability. 

“As owner of Between 
the Bread, I have held 
back on giving bonuses 
for the past two years. 
And unfortunately I am 
not planning on giving 
bonuses this year either,” 
says Ricky Eisen of this 
year’s situation at his 
Manhattan catering com¬ 
pany. 

“The extremely diffi¬ 
cult economic climate has 
necessitated the constant 
weighing and shifting of 


priorities and prompts 
questions like, ‘Do we 
keep all of our staff em¬ 
ployed? Do we let some 
go, and give modest 
bonuses to the remaining 
employees? Do we hold 
onto the cash we accrued 
over the year? Or do we 
give the cash as bonuses 
and start the year with 
less operating and emer¬ 


gency cash?”’ 

On the other hand, a 
study developed by Robert 
Half International polled 
1,250 senior executives 
employed at firms that 
gave bonuses last year and 
found that of those inter¬ 
viewed, 30 per cent ex¬ 
pected to give even bigger 
bonuses than they did last 
year.

With more and more 
kinds of electronic gadg¬ 
ets for storing and manip¬ 
ulating data, experts in 
computer forensics need 
to deal with a lot more 
than just computers. 

“Smartphones, iPads, 
tablets, GPS systems, 
game consoles, still and 
video cameras, the com¬ 
puters on cars — comput¬ 
er forensics techs are 
experts at extracting digi¬ 
tal data so it can be used 
in court,” explains Pamela 
King, director of the com¬ 
puter forensics program 
at Community College of 
Philadelphia. 

The program, available 



at both the Center City 
and Northwest campuses, 
incorporates hands-on 
training. King says: “Stu¬ 
dents take classes in com¬ 
puter science and in 
criminal justice — and 
then specific computer 
forensics courses that 
bring these two fields to¬ 
gether.” 

Students include peo¬ 


ple working in IT and 
paralegals who want to 
specialize in a growing 
field. There are also a fair 
number of career-chang¬ 
ers, including people leav¬ 
ing the military. 

“The combination of 
technology and law en¬ 
forcement makes the field 
a good fit for them,” King 
says. 

Some graduates begin 
working as soon as they 
get their associate’s de¬ 
gree. Others go on to com¬ 
plete bachelor’s degrees, 
though there are only a 
few four-year programs in 
the area — including 
Drexel, Chestnut Hill Col¬ 
lege and Holy Family. “It’s 
exciting that [CCP] is one 
of so few schools offering 
this training,” King says.

f x When Rashid 
Balogun an¬ 
nounced that 
^ he was “out of 
here” and then 
swiftly left the Prince 
George offices of Deloitte & 
Touche after a confronta¬ 
tional meeting with two of 
his bosses, they figured that 
he had just resigned. But in 
a legal twist that can only 
happen in workplace law, 
the court decided other¬ 
wise. 

Soon after his hiring, Ba¬ 
logun believed he deserved 
a significant raise. Howev¬ 
er, according to his manag¬ 
er, his performance did not 
yet warrant more money. 

The issue soon blos¬ 
somed into a conflict. Be¬ 


fore a performance review, 
Balogun was told that there 
were concerns with his per¬ 
formance and that he 
would not receive a raise. 
This did not sit well with 
Balogun. According to the 
judge, he became so fixat¬ 
ed on his salary that he 
paid little attention to con¬ 
cerns that were raised 
about his performance. 

During the performance 
review, Balogun was asked 
about his future at Deloitte. 
He swiftly replied that he 
was “out of here” before 
leaving the meeting and 
the workplace. Believing 
that Balogun had just re¬ 
signed, Deloitte sent him a 
formal letter, indicating 
that he had “quit.” 

After a recent trial, a 
judge found that Balogun 
had not yet resigned when 
he left the office. Although 
Balogun’s statement and 
actions could be consistent 
with a resignation, Deloitte 
failed to consider the con¬ 
text. When he left work, it 
was at the end of the work¬ 
day, and Balogun was in a 


hurry to leave for the air¬ 
port because he was begin¬ 
ning a vacation. In these 
circumstances, it was not 
clear whether Balogun was 
quitting, so by sending him 
a letter accusing him of re¬ 
signing, Deloitte effectively 
fired him. Instead, Deloitte 
should have asked Balogun 
to confirm his alleged res¬ 
ignation in writing to elim¬ 
inate any uncertainty. 
However, in my view, it 
was hoping he would never 
return. Agreeing with me, 
the court awarded him 
damages for wrongful dis¬ 
missal. 

Although Balogun won 
his case, by following these 
simple steps, the confusion 
could have been avoided: 
immediately protest a char¬ 
acterization that there has 
been a resignation, if you 
didn’t intend to resign and 
resist taking any steps that 
can be construed as volun¬ 
tarily withdrawing from 
the workplace, until you 
can seek legal advice, daniel

Back on track? 


O Skid now over, Gagner hopes early-season scoring woes are behind him 


Sam Gagner and the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers are hoping 
his first goal of the season 
will provide a spark that ig¬ 
nites an offensive flame. 

Gagner snapped a 21- 
game goal-scoring drought 
dating back to last season 
when he scored in a 5-3 
loss to Calgaiy at Rexall 
Place Saturday. It came as 
much relief for Gagner 
who has been slowed by an 
ankle sprain that kept him 
out of the first six games of 
the season and foiled by 
bad bounces and good 
goaltending when he re¬ 
turned to action. 

“I’m hoping that’s the 
way it goes,” Gagner said 
yesterday as the Oilers, 
who have just one win in 
the first four games of a 
six-game homestand, pre¬ 
pare to face the Carolina 
Hurricanes tonight. 

“I don’t even think it’s 
just the goal,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It seems the last six

seasons, he had 41 
and 42 points. 

or seven games, I’ve felt a 
lot better and I’m playing a 
lot better. I knew it was go¬ 
ing to take some time to 
get back to where I wanted 
to be after the injury. I just 
didn’t think it was going to 
take that much time.” 

While youngsters Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins, Jordan 
Eberle and Taylor Hall 
shared the spotlight and 
dominated the score sheet 
as the Oilers jumped to a 
surprising 8-2-2 start to the 
season, Gagner was either 


injured or struggling to re¬ 
gain his confidence and 
find his game. 

Since being moved to 
left wing on a line with 
captain Shawn Horcoff and 
Ales Hemsky, Gagner’s 
showing signs of doing ex¬ 
actly that, even if modest 
offensive totals of 1-7-8 
through Edmonton’s first 
27 games represent his 
slowest start in five NHL 
seasons. 

“Since he’s come on our 
line he’s been solid,” Hor¬ 
coff said. “We know he’s 
talented, and his confi¬ 
dence is starting to come a 
little bit more now. 

“This is a game of confi¬ 
dence. I’ve been there be¬ 
fore with streaks. It can 
become pressing on your 
mind and it can be tough 
to stay positive. I think he’s 
handled it really well and 
shown a lot of maturity. 
He’s been great in the loclc- 
er-room.” 


With so much the atten¬ 
tion focused on Nugent- 
Hopkins, who leads all 
rookies with 29 points, and 
Eberle, also among top-10 
scorers with 28 points, 
Gagner has been some¬ 
what lost in the shuffle. He 
has been spotted up and 
down coach Tom Renney’s 
lineup and has played all 
three forward positions 
looking for a fit. 

It’s easy to forget the 
former London Knight, se¬ 
lected sixth overall in the

years old and still develop¬ 
ing. 

“The good thing about 
Sam is that right from the 
beginning, he’s worked 
hard,” Renney said. “He 
came into camp in veiy 
good shape.

NHL players largely seem 
in favour of a proposed 
realignment plan that 
will require the support 
of their union before tak¬ 
ing effect next season. 

The major four-confer¬ 
ence shalceup endorsed 
by the NHL’s Board of 
Governors had players 
abuzz in dressing rooms 
around the league yester¬ 
day. Some were still get¬ 
ting a handle on what it 
meant and a few voiced 
concerns, but the overall 
reception was positive. 

“ft looks pretty fair,” 
said Montreal Canadiens 
defenceman Hal Gill. “It’s 
a little different. But it’s 
not going to be perfect. 
Unfortunately, the map 
doesn’t lend itself to per¬ 
fect. You don’t want to 
take away too many rival¬ 
ries so you have to figure 
it out.” 

The aspect of the pro¬ 
posal that elicited the 
most excitement from 
players was a new sched¬ 
ule matrix that includes a 
game in every city around 
the league. 

Since the lockout end¬ 
ed in 2005, teams in the 
Eastern and Western Con¬ 
ference haven’t played 
each other home and 
away each season. 

“I’ve played almost 100 
games in the league and 
there are still teams I 
haven’t played yet,” said 
Ottawa Senators forward 
Zaclc Smith. “I think it’s 
good to get around and 
see everybody and go to 
every city. I think fans 
will really enjoy it as well. 
They get to see a lot of 
the stars in the East, but 
this way they’ll be able to 
see some of those guys in 
the West.” 

One area of concern is 
the fact that two confer¬ 
ences feature eight teams 
while the two others have 
seven. 

That represents a 
significant competitive 
disadvantage since the 
same number of teams 
(four) will qualify for the 
playoffs in each 
conference. 

“Personally, I’d like to 
have the same shot at 
making the playoffs as 
everybody else,” said 
Flames winger Alex Tan- 
guay.

W hat can

CEO? Head to a motorcy¬ 
cle show. 

Curiously, you can also 
head to a motorcycle show, 
if you’re a beef jerky enthu¬ 
siast. I don’t know why beef 
jerky vendors always set up 
at the edges of any motor¬ 
cycle show floor, but they 
do, and God bless them and 
their dedication to the 
meat arts. 

This winter’s motorcy¬ 
cle/jerky show season starts 
this weekend in Toronto. 
The action will take place 
in the South Building of the 
Metro Convention Centre, 
from Friday, Dec. 9 to Sun¬ 
day, Dec. 11. 

This is the show run by 
the manufacturers, via its 
Motorcycle and Moped In¬ 
dustry Council (MMIC). Af¬ 
ter Toronto, the MMIC 
show makes stops in Cal- 
gaiy, Edmonton, Vancou¬ 
ver, Quebec, Moncton and 
Montreal. 

Avid motorcycle types 
know that Toronto hosts 
two major motorcycle 
shows. 

The other one happens 


after the New Year, bills it¬ 
self as the Supershow, and 
takes over the International 
Centre by the airport. No 
sense arguing over which 
one rules, let’s just revel in 
the fact that we have two 
high quality cyclefests to 
check out when it’s too 
chilly to ride. 

Topping the list of bikes I 
want to check out at this 
weekend’s show is Norton’s 
addition to their Comman¬ 
do 961 line up — the Cafe 
Racer. Not quite as pretty as 
the original, but pretty dam 


close. 

Retro is big business 
these days, but especially in 
the motorcycle industry, 
where the average buyer is 
in their mid-forties! 

Where are the younger 
riders? 

I put that question to 
Neil Graham, editor of Cy¬ 
cle Canada. While he is not 
sure where they are, or how 
big a group they currently 
comprise in the market¬ 
place, he is “encouraged” at 
least by the industry’s ef¬ 
forts to reach out to them. 


He cites all the new small, 
entry-level bikes currently 
in the marketplace. Bikes 
like Honda’s CBR125R and 
CBR250R, Kawasaki’s Ninja 
250R and Ninja 400R, and 
the just released Suzuki 
TU250. 

Women buyers are also 
still scarce on the ground. 
But Graham believes the 
number, however small, is 
at least trending up. No sur¬ 
prise then that the MMIC 
show in Toronto is “young 
rider” and “female rider” 
friendly. She Rides Night 


(on Friday evening) will be a 
celebration of women who 
ride or who are considering 
taking up the sport. 

And the Yamaha Riding 
Academy will be on site, to 
give 6-12 year olds a spin on 
a Yamaha TT-R off-road mo¬ 
torcycle, and to teach the 
older-folk (16 and up) how 
to ride a scooter. (Yamaha 
will also give away a motor¬ 
cycle or ATV to the lucky 
winner of a show floor 
draw.) But rest assured 
there are plenty of testos¬ 
terone-friendly events and

its performance and effi¬ 
ciency. 

It might look like the 
love child of Kermit the 
Frog and a Hot Wheels toy, 
but underneath the tester’s 
violently green paint, engi¬ 
neers used lightweight 
doors, wheels and even a 
lightweight batteiy to trim 
things down. 

Add in the special graph¬ 
ics package and hopelessly 
sexy body, and you’ve got a 
machine that gathers 
crowds wherever it goes. 

You get a sense of the 
Cayman R’s lightweight, 
stripped-down ideology in¬ 
side, too. There are no frills 


or techy gadgets. 

Grippy, rigid carbon fi¬ 
bre racing seats are mini¬ 
malist, and perhaps the 
best signal that drivers are 
boarding something seri¬ 
ous eveiy time they finagle 
their way into them. The 
red seatbelts and red fabric 
tug straps, which replace 
the door handles, add to 
the hardcore factor. 

Cayman R is comfortably 
snug and not big on at-hand 
storage. You literally wear 
it. 

Thankfully, there are 
trunks both up front and in 
the rear. 

The engine sits in the 


middle, just behind the 
seats. It’s a specially-tuned 
3.4-litre flat six, modified 
slightly for Cayman R duty 
with 330 horsepower and a 
7,600 RPM redline. 

It’s a typical screaming, 
non-turbocharged Porsche 
boxer mill that performs 
best when wound out, and 
of course, it makes sound 
effects that’ll make you 
happy to have ears. 

A six-speed manual is 
standard, though the tester 
got the optional 7-speed 
PDK Dual Clutch transmis¬ 
sion. Drivers can summon 
lightning-fast gear changes 
with the steering-wheel

mounted shift paddles, or 
leave it in “DRIVE” for oper¬ 
ation like a normal auto¬ 
matic. 

On the track, the Cay¬ 
man R dances around cor¬ 
ners with a planted and 
sticky rear end, a light, ea¬ 
ger and lively front end, 
and instant, razor-sharp 


steering. Nothing with an 
engine between its front 
wheels steers like this. 

It all feels forgiving, ath¬ 
letic and wildly fun regard¬ 
less of your skill level. 

The instant gear 
changes, heaps of cornering 
grip and massive brakes all 
add to the experience. Ditto 
the engine sounds. 

As with all Porsches, 
you’re paying a premium 
for all of the track-ready en¬ 
gineering. The modestly- 
equipped tester came in 
around $86,000, and since 
it’s got an often-harsh ride, 
rock-solid seats and limited 
creature comforts, it’s not 
something you’d probably 
drive eveiy day. 

More of a toy, really.

The Outback is Subaru’s 
shot at vehicles like the 
Honda CR-V, Toyota RAV4 
and Ford Escape.

A car-lilce and wagon- 
oriented vehicle, it offered 
up the utility of a station 
wagon, the ground-clear¬ 
ance of a small SUV and 
the driving dynamics of a 
sedan. 



Engines 

Outback was standard with a 
2.5-litre boxer four-cylinder or 
turbocharged version thereof, with 170 
or 250 horsepower, respectively. A three- 
litre flat-six with 250 horsepower was al¬ 
so available. All-wheel drive was 
standard on all models. 



What owners 
like 

Outback drivers say they 
enjoy good fuel economy, steady and 
sure-footed traction in all conditions, 
a high-utility cabin and good ride 
quality. Headroom and outward visi¬ 
bility are also highly rated. 


What owners 
dislike 

Complaints deal with 
sluggish performance on four- 
cylinder, automatic-equipped 
models, as well as a tight rear 
seat, a “cheap” interior feel, and 
soft handling. 




Common issues 

If applicable, have the tur¬ 
bocharger system checked 
for signs of wear, ensuring 
the vehicle doesn’t smoke 
and hasn’t got excessive 
oil deposits in the charge 
piping — which could ref¬ 
erence worn-out turbo 
seals. A Subaru mechanic 
can help here. On any Out¬ 
back model, check the dif¬ 
ferentials and transaxle 
assembly for signs of oily 
leakage. A check-engine 
light, possibly 
accompanied by improper¬ 
ly functioning cruise con¬ 
trol, could be caused by a 
bad engine control sensor. 

Verdict 

Outback appears to be a 
largely reliable and well- 
enjoyed vehicle for fami¬ 
lies, active couples and 
busy single folks alike. A 
well-maintained model 
should provide reliable, 
year-round performance.
